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NEW PHASES OF THE MILK 
QUESTION. 


From the New York Call (Socialist). 

[This is the fairest statement of the 
city milk problem that we remember 
to have seen in any city daily pa- 
per.—Editor. ] 








It is probable that within a very few 
years a law will be passed absolutely 
prohibiting the sale of dip milk here 
in the larger cities of the East. Such 
a law, in the opinion of those now in 
control of the milk trade, will end 
forever all prices below eight cents a 
quart, even in the summer. At pres- 
ent milk sells for seven cents a quart. 
The summer price, for the most part, 
was six cents a quart. As recent as 
eight years ago, in some sections of 
New York, it was possible to buy dip 
milk for four and five cents a quart, 
and in some case it sold for two quarts 
for seven cents. The prevailing win- 
ter price was five and six cents. 

There were two strong complaints 
against cheap bulk milk; first, that it 
is of light, poor quality, barely coming 
within the required standard; second- 
ly that it is carelessly handled by the 
wholesalers and often kept in an un- 





tessen store was abolished. Accord- 
ing to the retailer’s view, he loses 
money in handling his milk carefully, 
and it is an additional expense for him 
to ice his milk. 

All this can be admitted. But all ex- 
pense has been pushed onto the con- 
sumer. Increased payments to the 
farmer have been in fractional parts 
of a cent. Increased cost to the con- 
sumer have been paid in full pennies. 
Between the farmr and the consumer 
are a train of people who have been 
gathering the big harvest, and they 
are the jobber, the railroad and the re- 
tailer. Their profits have remained 
at the highest point. 


The Milk Trust’s Contention. 

Milk costs more, according to the 
trust, because more money is paid to 
the farmer. 

As stated before, the increase is 
fractional. The figures will be given 
at the end of this article. 

Milk costs more because bottles are 
higher in price, the demand for bot- 
tled milk has increased, and_ bottle 
breakage is heavy. 

There is a certain element of truth 
in this; but there is an offset in the 
fact that there is less loss through 
spoilage, through souring of product, 
and bottles can be handled far more 
quickly than loose milk. Therefore 
one man can serve more customers. 

Milk costs more because feed for 
delivery horses is higher, wages cost 
more and rents are higher. 

The increase in wages to milkmen 
is ridiculously insignificant. Further- 
more, through apportionment of terri- 
tory, through economy in wholesale 
distribution, through better facilities 
for purchasing, shipping and handling 
the milk, there is an enormous saving 
by the elimination of small dealers, 
small wholesalers, and through restric- 
tion of product. There never comes to 
the market an over supply of milk. 

The Farmer’s Contention. 

The laws have been especially hard 
on him. He has had to have better 
stables, better conditions for his cat- 
tle, and he has had to exercise the 


strictest vigilance in the watch for 


receives only a_ slightly advanced 
price. When any complaint is made 
the whole thing is referred back to the 
farmer, and he is accused of lacking 
progressive instincts, of being  stub- 
born and unwilling to learn, and of 
being utterly reckless as to the effect 
his product may have on the consum- 
ing public. If he has a tubercular 
cow it will infect the milk of the whole 
herd, because all the milk goes into 
one mixing tank. So he opposes prog- 
ress, fights against new and beneficial 
laws and even has the audacity to try 
to hold the milk trust up for more 
money. 


On the farmer’s side there are cer- 
tain big elements of truth. He con- 
tends that each new law that forces 
an improvement in his product obliges 
him to spend money for the improve- 
ment of his farm. If an old barn is 
condemned a new barn must be built. 
Very often the farmer has not the 
money to build it, and he goes out of 


business. Even through the best 
dairy sections of the state of New 
York will be found what was once 


fairly good meadows and _ fields, now 
overgrown with wild carrot and other 
weeds. Every one of the places so 


disfigured marks a farm that once 
had a small herd of cows 
Under present conditions the big, 


model dairy farm is almost impossible. 
The small farm does not give what the 
farmer considers adequate returns, and 
many farmers have given up trying to 
supply milk. 
The Case of Vermont. 

Vermont is near enough to supply 
milk even to New York City. It is a 
good dairy section and splendid milk 
and butter are produced there. Yet 
the last census shows a highly signifi- 


cant fact. Making allowance for the 
increased population of manufactur- 
ing towns, there has been a large, ac- 


tual decrease for the rest of the state. 
The rest of the state is the most valu- 
able for it is the agricul- 
tural section. There has been a de- 
crease in the number of cattle. Con- 
sequently Vermont butter is a smaller 
factor in the markets of the East.

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Why should a valuable industry be 
strangled? Why should farmers who 
have fought a long, hard fight now give 


up? Why has Vermont been practi- 
cally eliminated? 
The railroads did it. There is no 


way for the Vermont farmer, near as 
he is, to get his goods profitably into 
New York or The farthest 
point in Vermont is only about half as 
But the Ohio farmer can 
send his aoods at greater advantage 
into New York than the Vermont 
farmer can.

Why? Because the railroads have 
willed it so.

matter is that the farmer, with a few, 
big, shining exceptions, has been 
placed at a disadvantage. The rail- 


road has either robbed or blocked him. 
The middle man has’ murdered him. 
The farmer no longer can face his cus- 
tomer. The time will never come 
again when he can. He must do his 
business through an organization, and 
at present that organization is fleecing 
him and fleecing the consumer.

It will be seen that Massachusetts 
has relatively the smallest number, 
Vermont the highest, but Maine and 
New Hampshire are not far behind. 
Massachusetts, Connecticut and New 
Jersey have an area of 20.340 square 
miles, while Maine, Vermont and New 
Hampshire have 48,085 square miles; 
New Hampshire and Vermont together 
have just a little less than the com- 
bined area of the other three states.

Why Agriculture Lags. 

Because the farmer cannot get, un- 
der present conditions, an adequate 
profit, and under capitalism he must 
have a profit to live. From personal 
knowledge I can say good herds can 
be raised in the three northern states. 
The natyyal and profitable companions 
of cows are pigs and _ poultry. The 
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market for pig products and for fowl 
of all kinds is enormous. They are 
not raised because the railroads and 
the middle men block the way to mar- 
ket. There is no use talking about the 
thriftless farmer, the lazy farmer, the 
unprogressive farmer. He is none of 
these things. He is, here in the East, 
a man caught in a cleft stick. Only 
within our generation has there been 
any attempt to raise farming to what 
it really is, a noble science. And vet 
the well equipped farmer, in return 
for a costly plant and one subject to 
discase, Weather and unfavorable con- 


ditions, great knowledge and endless 
hard work, receives a miserable re- 
turn. 


As said over and over again, much 
of the drawback to farming is due to 
the people who stand between the 
farmers and their market. So the con- 
sumers complain of the high cost of 
living; the farmers complain of the 
low price received for goods. 

Have you heard any howl] from the 
middle men concerning lack of profits? 

In the face of their balance sheets 
the railroads, among our most brazen 
corporations, dare raise no howl. 


Price Compared. 

In fourteen years there has been an 
actual increase, up to 1909, of 42 cents 
per forty-quart can, or a small fraction 
over one cent per quart. As late as 
1900 spring and summer dip milk sold 
for four cents a quart, two quarts for 
seven cents; in winter the price was 
five cents a quart. Last year the price 
maintained in most sections was, sum- 
mer six cents, winter seven cents. The 
same price is to prevail for this vear.

No one can deny the dealers have 
been forced to pay more for milk. No 
one can deny, either that they have 
pushed the increased ‘cost on and 
doubled it and tripled it. What they 
have given the farmer they have more 
than taken out of the consumer. And

that leads us to the consideration of 
one way out of the difficulty. 
Must Be Run Publicly. 

The milk exchange is an excellent 
idea. Run for private profit it is the 
source of gigantic robberies both of 
the farmers and the consumers. 


The Milk Exchange must become a 
public institution. 

The railroads have worked to the 
injury of farmer and consumer. 

The railroads must be publicly 
owned and managed for the benefit of 
the public. 


These are two easy, small steps to- 
ward the handling of what is now a 
tremendous problem—public markets, 
public roads and the organization of 
the farming industry. 

No milk should be sold in the city 
that is not kottled. The cost of bot- 
tling, making allowance for the price 
of bottles and for broken and lost bot- 
tles and for washing, does not increase 
the price of the product delivered over 
one-half cent. But for an inferior 
grade of bottled milk the dealers will 
impudently tax two and_ three cents 
more. The dip milk that is now sold 
at seven cents a quart could be sold 
at the same price, and it could be han- 
dled in a decent, cleanly manner. I 
have seen dirty milk in dirty bottles 


sold by one of the big dealers and 
bringing to top notch price. I know 


that the grade of dip milk compares 
very favorably with the average of 
the bottled milk. Its average of cream 
is quite as great, and I know from ex- 
periments that it usually “keeps” as 
well, that is, it does not reach the 
souring point any sooner. This last 
summer on two occasions I noticed 
that expensive bottled milk molded 
instead of souring naturally. 


The point involved here is this — 
for strictly commercial purposes the 
average of the milk is pretty uniform. 
This “high grade” milk is part of a 


holdup game run by the dealers. All 
milk should be bottled, and on the 


cap should ke stamped the day and 
hour it is bottled. Dip milk cannot 
be sold in a cleanly, healthful manner 
in the city. 

The mixing tank should’ be abol- 
ished. Each cow’s milk should be bot- 
tled separately. 

The handling of milk should’ be 
done by the state. This is not a de- 
mand that the state go into farming 
or start a milk route. It simply means 
that the state run the railroads for 
the whole people, the same as it runs 
highways and bridges, and that a mar- 
ket be maintained. 

And as milk is of such fundamental 
importance, the strictest supervision 
of its production, transportation and 
sale must be maintained.

Delight Farm at Chazy, N. Y., was 
the circumstances which prompted 
Mr. Charles S. Averill of the Yates 
Hotel, Syracuse, to give me a very 


enthusiastic account of a visit in the 
company of Hon. O. U. Kellogg of 
Cortland, N. Y., which he had recently 
made to this famous Farmstead. While 
we will try to give a few of the facts 
regarding this Farm, it will necessari- 
ly lack the charm and enthusiasm of 
Mr. Averill’s description. 

Chazy, the seat of Heart’s Delight 
Farm is situated on the main line of 
the Delaware and Hudson Railroad 
near Lake Champlain in Ciinton 
County, three hundred and twenty- 
three miles north from New York 
City. It seems that some twenty-five 
thirty years ago Mr. Miner, then 
a young man, left the old homestead 
at Chazy and went to that great west- 
ern metropolis, Chicago, where he sub- 
sequently achieved a fortune. The old 
homing instinct which sometime or 


or 


other asserts itself in most men, 
caused Mr. Miner to return to Chazy 
and purchfse the old home. To this 


as a nucleus he has added purchase 
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after purchase until his estate now 
consists of five thousand five hundred 
acres reaching to the shores of Lake 
Champlain. 

Mr. Averill assured me that under 
the management of Mr. C. E. Ham- 
ilton this is one of the most com- 
plete working farms in America. The 
special lines of production are Perch- 
eron and Belgian horses, Short Horn 
and Guernsey cattle, Dorset sheep 
and large Yorkshire and Chester White 
swine, White Leghorn poultry, pig- 
eons, brook trout, maple sugar and 
syrup, Canadian cantalopes and cel- 
lery, butter, sausage, ham and bacon. 
The decision to add Holstein- Fries- 
ians to this array of specialties is, not 
alone a compliment to the breed, but 
is additional proof of Mr. Miner’s 
business sagacity. The produce of this 
farm is sold to New York consumers 
at highest prices. 

Besides the fifteen hundred acres 
devoted to farming proper, four 
thousand acres are turned into an 
extensive game preserve.

DISCOVERY OF COAL IN BRAZIL. 


Qu.te recently, within the State of 
Pernambuco, was d:scovered what 
promises to be a most valuable coal 
field. The area embraces about 22 
square leagues, about 300 meters (1 
meter equals 3.28 feet) above the level 
of the sea and, according to the opin- 
ion of experts, has every appearance 
of true carbonifrous strata. 

The first vein was encountered at a 
depth of 20 meters underlying a for- 
mation of clay mixed with sand and 
coal and coal fragments impregnated 
with sulphides. While the analysis 
shows the first vein exposed to be of 
only fair quality, its richness increases 
as the shaft deepens. 

Notwithstanding that this coal area 
is quite small in comparison with 
many in the United States and other 
countries, nevertheless this discovery 
will act as a strong incentive toward 
further exploration in Brazil. As this 
particular field is located so that the 
coal can be advantageously mined and 
transported, it will prove of great 
value in furnishing cheaper fuel to the 
existing factories and manufacturing 
concerns, as Well as to those contem- 
plated within the States of Pernam- 
buco, Alagoas, Sergipe, and Bahia.

MORE PROFITABLE DAIRYING. 


The Colorado Agricultural College 


News Notes contains the following 
item: 
The Colorado Experiment Station 


has secured the co-operation of the 
Bureau of Arimal Industry in building 
up the dairy business of this State. 
Mr. R. R. Welch, Dairy. Field Agent
